1. Exasd nation of German doeuaente captured staring tarld War 

II bee produced a series of documents dealing with subject, an Hungarian 
Colonel, who worked for the Abeehr and defee ted to the Soviets in 
November 19biu the documents ware or tonally held In England by 
tbs Departaant- of State and the British authorities and have since 
boon nloro filmed and returned to the Serai Qoremnent. Ihey are cur- 
rently held in wacbtngton by the Department of State where they nay 
be viewed by referring to Serial 9k, frame 10692? through 106931 
end Serial 1763 frame h0$262 tfcroota )<05?79# Frinta of these trams 
are attached* 

2. Since the available ciocugsaat® range from Oeo wtar 19U3 to 
Hevenbar 19Ut and since it appear® that mny doeamnte «s re not kept 
la tale particular file, a ces$a*ebenslve ehronstagtaal account of 
subject's activities cannot be supplied. However, baaed on the materials 
found in Serial 9h (a "cable dispatch" Iron the dermen Fubaaey in 

Sofia dated 22 Iteeetaer 19U2) it appears tact subject was sent ee 
a representative of the Hungarian Ck>vorwaenfc,of that day to discuss 
vita two Americans tat possibility of Hungary »g defection frm the 
Axis and ita active participation in the fight against Germany, 
aabeknown to the Hangar Lena (and to the Americans), subject bad in- 
formed the Osmans of these discussions and repeatedly requested 
that his cations on the Ganna behalf not be disclosed to anyone. 
Including Hungarian officials even If the Hungarians shoes officially 
to advise the Osmans of the approach by tbs Americans. "object 
left della for Istanbul on 16 Pecewber 19t*3 and returned on ft aecetaar 
19U3* In the evening of that same day he left Sofia fur Budapest, 
having apparently first advised the author of the "sable diapatoh," 
fhu gf'MMFtbK, of the results of bis talk with the taar leans. In 
Budapest be was to reader hta report to the taagarlaa Chief of Staff, 
tm mmkW&X.

Accord lag to 
the document which wee a cable seat from Sofia by SiSaOSHil!, subject 
had related that the Chief of the Hungarian tlenssral Staff di;ausssd 
the negoiio tlcne with Ad mlral GAHeJUS and had decided that the Oerwan© 
did net wish then to he continued, the cable alee contained the 
following additional informs tion e once min^ subject* 

«• About the Mm of the cable, subject had given up hie 
residence in Soils* 

b. lie continually complained about his Intellijpnee activity 
in turkey, because he was entirely dependent upon himself there j 
he could get m support in Turkey front the Abwehr at&sh had

The final sentence la BJSOKMLS's cable indicated that he had been 
requested to conduct an investigation of subject. This conclusion 
Is drawn from the etatnwmt that the above wee all the information 
be could gather at the tins and that he would transmit addi tional 
information a® noon as possible. 

6* On lit April l^Uii il86fP£HU£ mat another cable trm Solis 
to Berlin in which he stated the following t 

"He (subject) visited the embassy in order to request a 
transit visa for Vienna. He (subject) advised that one of his 
collaborators was approached by the Americans with the request 
to carry a w/t set to a particular person in Vienna* The ed* 
labors ter agreed to this, on his { subject* ») orders. He (subject) 
now desires to discuss this natter with the Afewehr office in 
Vienna and plana to fly to Vienna tor that purpose. He aspects 
reach free tide operation, because. If ably handled, American 
eonnee lions with Austrian resistance circles could ha uncovered* 

He would like to request that hi s collaborator faa la seed a w/t 
set la Vienna, that the code be copied, and that the traffic 
be .monitored m that all involved .parties could he apprehended 



after Rveryona concerned had baa a clearly identified. 8a desire® 
to contact the chief of the Abwehr in Sofia 1 b order that hie 
arrival in Vienna my be appropriately announced," 

The second paragraph ef tea cable dealt with subject's Isgsrecsions 
concerning Turkey witich he felt* would remain neutral, at least during 
that period of the wap, as the hosMase sad tee resulting destruction 
of Balkan ci tics had osarted an affect upon the Turks* The final 
paragraph of the cable stated the followings 

"As far as he { subject) is concerned, he bad couple tely 
refrained ftsm active participation la in twill sense because 
as is know, fra had been so instructed by his g©vari»&Bi, and 
because during hie discussion with Admiral a&HA&IS he had gained 
tee impression teat CAH&RIS was opposed to It* Unfortunately 
reneat deveiopsaants had caused the Semen intelll jenoe Service 
to breakdown couple tely, which is especially regrettable in 
view of tee Interest! rf- situations in Turkey. Ike British and 
Americans thare work separately but alo ng eompie tely parallel 
directions | at tines they work oven, against each other. Only 
when opposing the Russians, who, incidentally conducted themselves 
very ably when so involved, they (the Americans and the British) 
follow an identical, almost subservient, line of cautious action." 

HBCKMys eoncludad his cable by saying teat subject would depart 
for Vienna on the following day by regularly scheduled aircraft. 

7. 9*» 21) April 19hli fnu ALTSSMU2& of the office of tee Semen 

foreign Hlnieter sent an informal note to tea RlMBigf!, a high official 
of tee fotwlgn Ministry in which it was stated that WMKMiS * s cable 
(see para raj* 6 Shove) hed aroused l deep mistrust in tee derma foreign 
Minister who Celt teat the matter related in the cable gives "tec 
impression of something being rotten*. In view of this tea Foreign 
Minister requested teat tee S3 be contacted so that It my be determined 
by intense surveillance "whether (subject) might not bo utilised 
in seme way". The foreign Minister also requested that ho bo informed 
fey the 89 pojjarding tee conduct of tee case.. 

0,. In response to this request by tee barmen foreign Minister 
an appropriate communication ms sent te the €btef of the teowrl tar 
Police and the S3, ss^berfuehror im ®e»2SJW£^sft@ on 27 April IfM*. 

The mete stated teat copies of S@G®KHtE*s cables dated 22 March and 
Ip April I9hh mm attached. Mo reply from the SB had boon received 
fey 2 June 191th and hence a tickler note me mn % to trie $8 on that 
date. On 8 or 9 Jum (the date la obscure) if Mi* a reply was received 
from the 8® ami wa® shown to the foreign Minister. The following 
ie a translation of the reply*

With this aasipoeat bis 
contacts (with Anglo-Aserlean oircles) were intensified, the 
results of his contacts ware always reported to the Chief of 
the Abwehr Office in Softs. 



*Th© telegraas traaaadttsd hr the Geraan fussy in Sofia 
to the feral^i Minister, represent proper exeexp t* of detailed 
reports stthttitted by ^ to the iteebr chief is Sofia. 

“KATZ is judged by this office to he politically reliable, 
la especially coeflraad this (jhdfMwnt) following the period

"Approval fey the request Of the Foreign Minister, to me 
MtZ for Goman purposes had consequently already been prepared 
by this office. Bis utilisation in this respect would appear to 
be nost promts lug. 



“In the beginning of May, however, BffZ was arrested by the 
Coseaader of the Security Police in Hungary, because (the reminder 
of the sentence is ille gib l e but generally seeaed to deal with a 
widespread plot against the Hungarian Oovenawat of that day) . 

The iEvestlgatlon, however, couple tely cornier ated HAX2 and ids 
release followed. As a result of the arrest tie* view cods ted in 
the Hungarian Brand Mtaistjy that SAT2 ted been eosproalsed 
and could not aasuae the pant of Military Attache. In order 
to rehabilitate gild, not only internally, but to the outside 
world os well - sad by this oetian a definite slap against Geraaay 
esn be detected - it bus been p lanned to mm Mf Z Adjutant to 
the Heaved dfliiinr. Col. Ge®. (fun) G3ATAI or Adjutant to the 
Deputy Housed Minister Col. Con. (fin) RSSZSlCSAT-.BS»ISrA .

9. A succeeding doeuuest in the series is cec$lst*ly illegible, 
fihwever, on £9 3mm 1944, fan WAflJsm an official of the Canaan foreign 
iinistjry replied to the above findings of the SD in a ecapewiUvely 
infernal note which wee addressed * *$>ear Insured SCMLLKS^RG*’. 

The following is a translation of the reply*

arose. X sight supplement the above fey noting that fteray (fsu) 
vm'MSPftSM** views in this esse were also solicited. Be does 
not trust Bias in any Banner despite his (BfSS*e) release 
confinement), particularly aiaee, after his release, 8AT2 
to secure exit to Antes* fey fraudulent means. All in ell, 
is stadtawly a crafty swindler against shea all caution is called 
for.* 

10. in a cable fres Budapest dated ITnforester 1944* f sa Wm’$* 
fetli! reposted that nhjat hoi defected to the Soviets, According 
to the cable, subject* a lest position was "Chief of Staff of the 4th 
Hungarian (Asa y) Cospa, " (a subsequent do c a a e& t claimed that fe e held 
that mow petition with the ?tb Hungarian (Arsy) dorps), VIVJSffSMTnt 
further stated that fee bad seat repeated warnings concerning subject 
end that he had refused to receive his during the pest snathe despite 
recreated requests fans his for an appotetreat. W^fhMilER c^vid* 
however, not help it that subject "received support here and there, 
ad that a different type of evaXastloo eonsere&mg him (stated in 
(the files of) the A h sefer sod the Office of the dfelef of the S3". 

The cable alee related that during 15 sad 14 October 1944, the dar* 
of fefee political change when subject was Adjutant to the: former MUdster 
of War, CSAfAI, his behaviour ass uiwsaally cowardly. According to 
fEFS^JSOSIt, ffea WIMPlJftiai (sot further Identified) believed that 
subject's desertion was due to the basic cowardice sod because fee ted 
lost all belief In a final Qecsan victosy. the desertion was said 
to hare lad a very *«uieo«fftrt&W.e f ’ reaction astsag troops at the front.
